"Uncle Jim" Spencer, of Lee 
County, Fought IkMler

Lexington. Ky., April 28.— "Uncle 
Jim" Spencer, Sr., who is dead at 
his home at Filmore, Lee county, in 
his seventy-ninth year enjoyed the 
distinction of being one of the only 
two men in K-ntucky who served in 
l) >lh the L'niun and I' 'nfcderate 
aruiies during the Civil War and who 
had an lioaorable discharge from 
both. 

He was the only man in Lee coun- 
ty. So far as is knowr.'who respond- 
ed to the first call of Prts:dent Lm- 
coln for ninety day volunteers and 
his command was one of the first 
that took the flelJ in '61. When his 
three months e.xpired he declined to 
re-enlist, received an honorable dis- 
charge, and returned home, but al- 
most immediately afterward joined 
the fortunes of the Confederacy, 
righting under the bonny i>liie Hag 
until the close of the war, when he 
received a second honorable dis- 
charge. 

It was the slavery issue and the 
pressure brought by his home people 
that caused him to change his allegi- 
ance, it is said. He was one of the

Frankf .it, Ky , .Xpril -Js.-Judu 
mentofthf .■^l'uU circuit court in 
favor of Coudcilmeo I. J. Hambrick 
and J. W. Tbaeker, of Georgetown, 
in their suits to rcfi'ain their seats in 
the Council, from which they were 
ousted, was affirmed by the Court of 
Appeals in an opinion by Judg« Car- 
roll.
